Not- 
ing the success with which 
capital has met in its appeal 
to the judiciary against strik- 
ers, the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Steel Workers is 
going to try conclusions with 
the steel trust in the courts. 
It will institute quo warranto 
proceedings against the At- 
torney General of the United 
States iii an endeavor to com- 
pel him to show cause why 
this trust is permitted to con- 
duet its business in violation 
of the Sherman act. This is 
a logical move. 

Judge Wing of Cincinnati

than one." 

Judge Stone of Cleveland 
delivered a similar dictum 
in issuing an injunction.
